COTTON IN PARAGUAY. 

liiterestiiig K\|»iisitlou liy tlie A icc- 
Fresideut of tlie .Reimblie. 

.A very iniercsting exposition of the 
p.,sslbiiilies of cotton growing in Bara- 
gnay has been wiilteii by ihe vice 
president of ihnl n'pnblie, .Manuel 
Hmningnez. and leeelveii tliroiigh the 
eonsulate of Hiat eoniitry in AVash- 
iiigtoii. says Hie Star of that city. 
.Among the features which the author 
sets foitli. and which arc at variance 
with the hiiliits of Hie cotton idaut in 
the I’niti'd States, are the term of life 
of tile plant Hieit'. whieh he claims is 
ten years, and its superior productive 
iinallty. in the Liutetl Staton the 
plant is an annual, except in portions 
of I'exas and a few other place.s, 
where it is a triennial. He also says 
tliat Hie cotton plant in Baraguay is 
not u plant, hat 11 tree, and that it 
grows to that size In .Asuncion. AA'here 
the filler of the plant is extensively 
utilized, he contends that there cer¬ 
tainly should be some advantage in 
such a condition. 

.Mr. Hominijuez then asserts that Hic 
cotton yield of I’aragnay Is gri'ater to 
a given area than that of any other 
country In tlie world. It is well known 
that cotton flourlslics wherever the 
oniiige grows, and it is said that tue 
I'aragimyan orange is one ot the finest 
in tile world. 

The fact that Hic cotton tree of 
I’araguay grows spontaiieocaly and 
lasts for ten years, hearing with regu¬ 
larity, is one of the striking bits of in¬ 
formation in the mass gathered by 
the author of the statistics. He cites 
the well-known facts that the demand 
for cotton is constantly on the in¬ 
crease, and that the I'nited States is 
endeavoring to supply the world with 
the great staple, using this for an ar¬ 
gument that the future fortunes of 
I'araguay may be fouuded on . this 
plant 

Referring to the tremendous growth 
of the cotton raisiug aud manufactur¬ 
ing Industry in the United States, he 
says: 

“The manufacture of cotton goods in 
North America is developing, and 
when that country shall manufacture 
all its raw products the demand for 
the latter wUl increase. Until now 


North America depended on Europe as 
Europe depended on North .America, 
the latter producing the cotton which 
Europe consumed. But if once North 
America consumes all the cotton it 
produces Europe will be obligi^ to 
close its factories and discharge its 
workmeu. U will be an economic 
breakdown.” 

Mr. Doinlnguez closes liy appealing 
to his government to l'ost(.ir and en¬ 
courage the cultivation of the rulimhle 
plaut and to Invite capital to take it 
up, believing, he says, that "in n short 
time Paraguay coukl export cottoji to 
j the value of J 100,000.'xiO annuaIty.”

THE STORY OF LOUISIANA. 

How Napoleon, to Weaken England, Ceded to the l'n;ted States a 
Territory Larger than the Area of the Thirteen Colonies. 


liScien Bon.'jparte, a jo\inser lirot!; 
er of Napoleon, cnlliMl upon tlieir cM- 
est brother Joseph one evening early in 
the year of 1803 with the intention «; 
aceauipanying liiin to a tlu'at 'r. I.n- 
cien was late, and as he ila'^l'ed into 
the room, Joseph, only takinc time to 
occasionally chhie him on his tardi¬ 
ness, told him that the (teneral. as 
they called the I’irst Consul, wished 
to alienate lajiiislana. 

“Bahl” exclaimed I.nclen incredu¬ 
lously; “who woidd buy it from him';” 

"The .Americans!” 

I.ucien was thunderstruck, for only 
the year before he had negotiated the 
'lYeaty of San Ildefonso by which 
Spain retroceded the vast territory 
west of the Mississippi which she had 
lieM since 1702. 

"The idea!” he ex(dnlnied. “if he 
couhl wish it, the Chiimbers would 
not consent to it.” 

"And, therefore,’’ chimed in Joseph, 
"he expects to do without tlieir con¬ 
sent. That is ^^llat he replied to me 
when 1 said to him, as you do now, 
that the Chambers would not consent 
to it.” 

l.ucien could not believe it, but he 
was not the only one of that mind at 
that time. President Jefferson, who 
had sent an envoy to buy New Or¬ 
leans, could not have drenuu'd of such 
a thing, and Monroe, snbseiimmtiy 
I’resident of the Pnited States, who 
hafl crossed the Atlantic especially In 
had crossed the Atlantic especially in¬ 
structed to buy New Orleans, was as- 
tonlsbe<l at tlio turn of the tide. The 
next day l.iioien called on the First 
Consul and had a talk with him while 
ho was in his bath, a conversatihn 
which has become historical. After he 
hud been tliere a white and Inid lieard 
notbing of Napoleon's latest iim.leet, 
Joseph was udinilted. 

“Well, brother,” began the First 
Consul, addressing the newcomer, "so 
you have not spoken to liUcien'/” 

’’About what';’’ said .loseph. 


the sale of the entire territory, came 
to Napoleon when he learned the 
anxiety of the Americans to acuuiro 
this key position on the Mississippi. 
So much for suggestion. Napoleon 
was hurried to a decision by the fact 
lliat war with Kngland was Imminent, 
and there were good ground.s for the 
lielief that one of the first objectives 
of Great Britain would be the occu¬ 
pation and capture of the Louisiana 
colon.v. 

Had not Napoleon been a man eapa 
hie of quick decision and clear jndg- 
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inent the L’ulttNj States, as we know 
it, might never have been. lie liaJ 
lirouglit about the retrocession of this 
great territory that he might have a 
colony in Uie Western Hemisphere, 
indeed, the expedition of General Vic¬ 
tor was preparing to set off from the 
shores of France when it became evi¬ 
dent that there would l>e a war with 
Kngland. Then canie the Americans 
asking for a port at the mouth of the 
Mississippi. Napoleon said, “No; 1 
will sell yon the whole of Louisiana.” 

The Situation in ISO.'t. 

In 1S03 the United States was not 
by any means overi>opulated. The 


I Essentially New Orleans must be- 
I come the property of the United States. 

The decision was reached when the 
j Spanish intendant at New Orleans, 
' hearing of the transfer of sovereignty 
to France, gave notice that New tlr- 
! leans would no longer be a place of 
deposit. This was in the latter part 
of ItVIJ. lu I>eceml>er Jefferson con- 
ve.ved the information to Congress, 
while throughout the eouiitry there 
was great excitement. 

Strange to relate, Congrt“ss acted 
j promptly and appropriated .$2,»J<X),000 
; for the purchase from France of the 
I outlet of tlie Mississippi, Word was 
sent to Livingston, the American .Min¬ 
ister in France, who was instructed to 
bring about the purchase, if possible. 
In order to make certain, Monroe wa.s 
dlsp.itched as special envoy to France 
and also to Spain. 

I.ivingston began the negotiations, 
but did not appear to make much head¬ 
way. Tallyraiid trifled with him a 
little, and when Monroe arrived he 
was annoyed at not being left alone 
to conclude the negotiations. On -April 
10, 1803, the First Consul^ discussed 
the proposition with Tallyraiid and 
Marbols, who, It appears, was the first 
to suggest to Napoleon the sale of 
the wliole of Ixtulslanu. At daybreak 
that day. the Consul, having received 
alanniug dispatches from England, 
summoned Marhols, and in the course 
of the conference, exclaimed; 

‘T renounce laiuisiana. Negotiate 
for its cession. Don’t wait for Mon¬ 
roe. I want .")0,000,000 francs; for less. 
I will not treat. Acquaint mo day by 
day. hour tiy liour. with your progre.ss. 
Keel) Talleyrand informed.” 

Barguiiiiiig Over the Sale. 

(In this very day Monroe aiTlved. 
Ltviiigstou had been asked by Mar¬ 
bols if the United States desired the 
whole of laiulsiana and he answered. 
“No.” Certainly his instructions did 
not warrant any other answer. Mon¬ 
roe was surprised when he heard the 
willliiguess of Napoleon to st'll the vast 
domain. Ills instructions did not war¬ 
rant him negotiating for such an em¬ 
pire. but he quickly saw that it would 
cud cousideruble annoyance along our 
NA’estern borders and would make for 
peace. He was willing to negotiate 
without Instructions and began to do 
so. The price given the American en¬ 
voys w'ns it>O,0Oi),tXX> francs. Tills was 
considered exorbitant, and then the ne 



LIME, SULPHUR AND SALT. 

There has recently been a good deal 
of talk as to the part played by salt' 
in the lime, salt and sulphur mixture, 
and some expression of opinion that 
. the salt is itseless. I’rofessor Warren 
r. Clarke, in reply to an inquiry on 
!this point, wrote as follows: 
j Vour question as to the part that 
the salt plays in this mixture is one 
; that is rather difficult to answer. We 
i may say that a correct answer to the 
question, however, depends upon the 
locality in which the material is being 
: used. Primarily, I believe, we can 
’ fay that the salt is used in two cai)ac- 
jities: First, as .a mordant to enable 
! the mixture to adhere better to the 
j surface of the foliage and branches of 
j trees upon which it may be applied; 
laud, secondly, because of its quality 
: of taking up the atmospheric mois- 
j tiire. 

If we propose using the material in 
a region where there is considerable 
I atmospheric humidity, then the salt j 
I w ould perhaps not be as necessary as I 
it would be in a region where the 
conditions were drier. I understand 
in the use of the lime, sulphur and 
salt as a spray that its value is of two 
characters; in the first place, it kills 
by immediate contact with the in.sects 
for which it may lie applied, and in 
the second place there i.n a value at- 
taidicd to it as time goes on, owiug to 
the breaking down of the soluble and 
'partly soluble compounds of the ma¬ 
terial under moisture coiidition.s. 

Now, if by the use of salt <ve t un 
increase tlie value of the water, then 
tlie material will be more availnlile 
than it would otherwise lie. Of course 
if we did have plenty of atmospheric 
moisture, then the salt would lose its 
value in this particular point. Its 
I value as a mordant is entirelj’ a mat¬ 
ter of opinion. Many growers claim 
I that tlie material will remain on the 
tree perfectly without the use of the 
salt. So you see that a definite an- 
sw(*r to your inquiry could not be 
given covering general coiiditions, but | 
the answer innst npfily to si'ccilic lo- i 
calities. —Hx. i 

POTATO SCAB. i 

it is said that scab is the most wide- j 
spread disease of iiotatoes in America. 1 
It is known in J'iurope and ' is proba- | 
bly in existence wherever the potato | 
is grown, it is thought also tliat Mie 
same diseasf' attacks lieets, calilaiges, 
turnips, carrots ami radislies. Tlie 
loss to potato growers from this dis¬ 
ease is very great, for wherever it ex¬ 
ists it greatly reduces the value of the 
Iiotatoes produced. Few people will 
pay as miicli for scabby potatoes as' 
for smooth ones, principally iiecause 
for table use a very large part of the 
scabliy iiolato must be lost in prepa¬ 
ration. Furthermore, tlie presence of 
the scab on the potato cliecks growtli 
and so redin'es tlie yield. Sneii pota¬ 
toes should lie cookt'd and fed to 
.slock. Tlu'.v’"slionlil not lie fed raw, 
liecausi' then the simres will pass 
tlirougli into tlie manure and 
tliat will in turn carry 1 he seal) into 
the potato crop the next year. Not 
infrequently the farmer will use seed 
from a lot of scaldi.v potatoes, tliink 


ing that because he has picked out 
the smooth potatoes no scab will be 
planted with them. Bat the spores of 
these minute fungi are very small, 
and one cannot be sure that his seed 
so selected will not prove to be the 
conveyor of the disease. When such 
seed is to bo used it should bo treated 
to a bath of water in which has been 
dissolved a quantity of corrosive siili- 
limate. The manner of treating pota¬ 
toes with this solution is about as 
follows: 

Select a barrel and lit into the base 
a common wooden faucet. Into two 
gallons of hot water put two ounces 
of finely pulverized sublimate and let 
the solution stand over night, or till 
the corrosive sublimate is dissolved. 
Put in the barrel about thirteen gal¬ 
lons of water and add to that the 
other two gallons of the solution. 
That will make about half a barrel of 
liquid. It is better to let this solu¬ 
tion stand four or five hours before 
using, and during this time it should 
be frequently stirred. This is to in¬ 
sure the complete solution of the jioi- 
son. The potatoes to he put into this 
should be washed and at least fiartly 
dried. Theu the barrel may be filled 
about full of potatoes, or enough may 
Vie put in to come to the top of the 
solution, but all must be covered by 
it. Leave the potatoes in. Then 
draw off the solution to bo used over 
again if desired. The potatoes may 
be treated whole or cut. Corrosive 
sublimate is a poison anil should be 
carefully bandied. All treated pota¬ 
toes sliouid bo planted, lost they be 
(>aten Viy stock or people. t!orrosive 
sublimate should not be put in metal¬ 
lic vessels. It is always wise to plant 
on ground that has not borne scabby 
potatoes, and they should not be ma- 
tuired with barnyard manure that has 
. esiiited [laiUy from scaViViy potatoes 
fell to tile .‘itock. — NortViwest Pacilic 
Farmer. 


PEACH-LEAF CURL AND PLUM POCKETS. 

Ttiese (roubles are caused iiy the 
same fungus, Kxouscus deformiis, the 
siiores of which probalily winter over 
on or about the buds. The fungus 
does not live for a long time in the 
liraiiches. as was at one time suppos¬ 
ed. The liest work on this suliject 
has lieen done iiy Prof. Newton B. 
Fierce of California, and his ex|ieri- 
ence has shown, and the experience 
of ottiors siiK'e has shown conclusively 
that peacii-curl may be entirely pre¬ 
vented Viy siiraying the trees late in 
the winter, or early in the spring lie- 
fore the leaves appear, with a solu¬ 
tion of sulphate of copper, at the rate 
of one pound to twenty-five gallons ot 
water, or by s(iraying witVi tliick Bor¬ 
deaux mixture at least three weeks 
before the buds open. Where the 
peae.h trees liave lieen thus sprayed it 
tias made fully as niiicli difference in 
file appearance of the trees spra.yed 
and unsprayed us could lie obtained 
liy tlie use of any of oiir fertilizers. 
Pliiiii-pockef is especially troulilesoine 
in some sections, ami is ospocuilly in 
jurious ill the caie of our .\inerican 
plums, wliere it causes the fruit to 
puli' up and become hollow. Profes¬ 
sor Pierce ti.ild me some time ago that 


, he felt absolutely certain that ^3* 

! same treatment that had lieen so suc- 
ces.sful with peach-curl would entirely 
prevent the pliini-pocket.—Kx.

THINNING THE PEACHES. 

While the advantages of thioauu: 

I are recognized by all, neglect of "/hin- 
iiing fruit is more usual than the op¬ 
posite. Some effective thinmag is 
done at the time of iiruning the »ee 
each spring, Viut this is not suft1c\eiit. 
The best practice requires that the 
peaches on a limb .shall not be <;li»her 
than four to six inches. This will 
mean taking off from half to three- 
fourths of the peaches. Some who 
practice thinning reduce the number 
I of peaches still more. The best Cime 
for tbiiiiiing is when the poaches are 
about the size of a small prune and 
after what is known as the ‘June 
drop.’’ The common hired man anke* 

I the cost of thinning of a medium tree 
about five cents a tree or less. The 
effect on the size of the rematniag 
I fruit is astonishing, increasing the 
salable value of the remaining fruit 
j sufficient to pay 1000 per cent en the 
cost of the work of thinning, to @st 
nothing of the great saving the 
' strength of the tree in reducing the 
number of pita borne.— [■'rom BuVletin 
iNo.

.\a)ioleoii was sorry lo liave to nhaii 
don his colonial idea, but lie knew

iiigly: 

"I have given England a maritime 
rival whieh will sooner or later hmn- 
hle her pride. " 

The treaty was signed on .April :U>. 
and oil May 1.”. the First I'oiisiil rati¬ 
fied the French copy. The Fnilcd 
States Congress ratified the treaty 
Oelolier 17. the same year. 

The Federalists were naturally in¬ 
censed at the purchase, and there were 
many outlmrsts in and out of Con¬ 
gress. hut the li-eaty ratififul. the Fres- 
ident was vindicated, and S75.IXX) 
square lulu's were added to the United 
State.s at a cost of about 3ta cents an 
acre. The territory which Napoleon 
pr:ielleally threw at the United Stales 
has las-ome almost the granary of ihe 
world, and liy its acqulsitiou the Dre- 
goii Ti'vritory heeame possttile. with its 
outlet on the Facitic. The whole tniiis- 
actiou was aci'oinplished by every one 
eonceined in It disobeying Instructions 
or acting without authority. Napolcou 
usurped Ills authority and. as usual, 
showed the Chaiiihers he was master: 
Livingston and Momve clearly exceed¬ 
ed their instructions, and Jefferson, 
although a strict constructionist, was 
shown to liave ignoretl the Constitu¬ 
tion.
